If the voting 
should continue throughout the day at 
the same rate as during the first -five 
hours, about 140,000 votes will be cast 
The registration is about 160,000. 

The reports showed that the heaviest 
voting was in the West End wards. A 
very heavy vote was cast in the Twenty- 
fifth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh and 
Twenty-eighth wards during the morn- 
ing hours, and a moderately heavy vote 
in the Seventh, Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
wards, which lie just south of the Mill 
Creek Valley. The Fifteenth is Mayor 
Kiel's hame ward. 

In the other South St. Louis wards, and 
the North St. Louis wards, the voting 
was much lighter than in the presiden- 
tial election last fall. Precinct watchers 
reported that the Democrats were gen- 
erally voting a straight ticket, and that 
the Republicans were doing muct: 
ecratching on the head of their ticket. 
The watchers stated that they could 
not tell whether the voters were scratch- 
ing Mayor Kiel or Louis Nolte, candi- 
date for Comptroller. or possibly both. 

Complaint Against Judge. 

The members of the Board of Election 
Commissioners were at their office early 
to straighten out tangles at the polling 
places, and to investigate complaints. 

One of the first complaints was from 
M. Dunn of the Simmons Hardware 

who said he voted at a polling place

The 
Independent Voters’ League was ex- 
posed by the Post-Dispatch, the facts 
showing that jt practically sold its: in- 
dorsements to candidates who were 
willing to pay for them.

3.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt stopped off here today 
on his way home from Florida to call 
jat the White House to congratulate 
President Wilson on his address to Con- 
gress. | 

It was the Colonel's first vigit to the 
White House since the day in 1909 when 
he said good-by to President Taft. 

Col Roosevelt went to the main door 
of the executive mansion, where he 
learned that the President had gong 
over to his offices. He told tho chief 
usher he was only in town between 
trains and wished to congratulate the 
President on his great state paper.“

Col. Roosevelt, standing in . midst 


of a great crowd in the railroad station 
here, dictated the following statement: 
“The President’s message is a great 
state paper, which will rank in history 
among the gerat state papers of which 
Americans in future years will be proud. 
It now rests with the people of the 
country to see that we put in practice 
the policy the President has outlined 
and that we strike as bard, as soon and 
as effectively as possible in aggressive

Address Moves Him. 
Col. Roosevelt did not intend to stop 
here until this morning when he read 
the President’s address. Then he de- 
cided to stop over and congratulate him. 
Followed through the station by a large 
crowd, from which many rushed and 
shook his hand, the Colonel took .an 
automobile sent by his daughter, Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth, and drove directly 
to the White House. 
His train departed later in the after- 
noon for New York.

PLANS ARE READY

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The definite

President Wilson gave a clear view of 
the immediate steps to be urged in his 
address but until the Department’s plan 
has been submitted, however, details are 
regarded as confidential.

It is the 
assembling of 600,000 men under a un- 
versal service system ag an addition to 
the regular army and national guard, 
which would provide a total war 
strength force of 1,200,000. It is assumed 
that coincident with the calling oùt of 
the new army orders to recruit the regu- 
lars and guardsmen to full strength will 
go out.

Army officers believe that 500,000 is the 
maximum number they can undertake 
to train at once. When the work has 
proceeded for a few months, however, 
an additional 500,000 could be called out, 
to be followed out at intervals of a few 
months by other similar increments 
until a total army of the desired size 
has been mustered. Generaé staff offi- 
clals have consistently urged that «a 
minimum of 3,000,000 trained and 
equipped men should be provided for 
national defense.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—At a mass 
meeting today the pacifist delegations 
which came here adopted resolutions 
pledging continued agitation against a 
war resolution in Congress up to the 
moment of its passage, and declaring 
that thereafter their energies would be 
devoted to preventing conscription.

A new 18-story hotel and office build- 
ing. at the southeast corner of Grand 
avenue and Olive street, and a theater

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Following is the full text of President Wilsons speech last night tog. 
Congress in joint session, asking that it declare a state of war existing be- 
tween the United States and Germany, and that steps be taken to employ 
all the resources of the Government for the ee of bringing the German 
Empire to terms and ending the war. 


J have called the Congress into ex- 
traordinary session because there are 
serious, very serious, choices of pol- 
icy to be made, and made immedi- 


ately, which it is neithr right nor 
constitutionally permissible that I 
should assume the responsibility of 
making. 

“On the 3d of February last I offi- 
cially laid before you the extraordi- 
pary anneuncement of the Imperial 
German Government that on and 
after the ist day of February it was 
its purpose to put aside all restraints 
of law or of humanity, and use its 
submarines to sink every. vessel that 
sought to approach either the ports 
of Great Britain and Ireland or the 
western coasts of Europe, or any of 
the ports controlled by the enemies 
of Germany within the Mediterra- 
nean. That had seemed to be the ob- 
ject of the German submarine war- 
fare earlier in the war, but since 
April of last year the Imperial Gov- 
ernment had somewhat restrained 
the commanders . of its undersea 
craft, in conformity with its promise 
then given to us that passenger boats 
should not be sunk, and that due 
warning would be given to all other 
vessels which its submarines might 
seek to destroy, when no resistance 
was offered or escape attempted, and 
care taken that their crews were 
given at least a fair chance to save 
their lives in their open boats. The 
precautions taken were meager and 
haphazard enough, as was proved in 
distressing instance after instance in 
the progress of the cruel and un- 
manly business, but a certain degree 
ot restraint was observed. 

Restrictions Swept Aside. 

“The new policy has swept every 
restriction aside. Vessels of every 
kind, whatever their flag, their char- 
acter, their cargo, their destination, 
their errand, have been ruttilessly 
sent to the bottom without warning 
and without thought of help er mer- 
cy for those on board the vesgels of 
friendly neutrals along with those 
of belligerents. Even hospital ships 
and ships carrying relief to the sore- 
ly bereaved and stricken people of 
Belgium, though the iatter were pro- 
vided with safe conduct through the 
proscribed areas by the German Gov- 
ernment itself, and were distin- 
Suished by unmistakable marks of 
identity, have been sunk with the 
same reckless lack of cvompassior. or 
principle. 

“I was for a little while unable to 
believe that such thinis would in 


fact be done by any government that 


bad hitherto subseribed to the hu- 
mane practices of civilized. nation. 
International law had its origin in 
the attempt to set up some law 
Which would be resvected and ob- 
served upon the seas, where ro na- 
tion had right of dominion and where 
lay the free highways r the world. 
By painful stage after Stage has that 
law been built up with meagér 
enough results, after all was uecom- 
plished that could be accomplished, 
but always with a clear view, 
least, of what the heart and 
science of mankind lemanded. 

“This minimum of right the Ger- 
man Government has Swept aside un- 
der the plea of retaliation and ne- 
cessity, and because it had no weap- 
ons which it could use at sea except 
these, which it is impossible to em- 
rloy as it 18 employing them with- 
out throwing to the winds all scruples 
of humanity or of respect for the un- 
derstandings that were supposed to 
underlie the intercourse of the world. 

Jam not now thinking of the loss 
of property invalved, immerse and se- 
rious as that is, but only of the wan- 
ton and wholesale destruction of the 
lives of noncombatants, men, wom-

en and thildren, engaged in pursuits 
which have always, even in the 
darkest periods of modern history, 
been deemed irnocent and legitimate. 
Property can be paid for; the lives 
of peaceful and innocent people can- 


not be. 
Warfare Against Mankind. 
The present German submarine 


warfare against commerce is a war- 
fare against ne ty It is a war 
against all nation American ships 
have been sunk, American lives tak- 
en, in ways which it has stirred us 
very deeply to learn of, but the ships 
and people of other neutral 
friendly nations have been sunk and 
overwhelmed in the waters in 
same way. There has been no dis- 
crimination. The challenge is to all 
mankind. 

„Each nation must decide for it- 
self how it will meet it. The choice 
we make for ourselves must be made 
with a moderation of counsel and a 
temperateness of judgment befitting 
our character and our motives as 
a nation We must put excited feel- 
ing away. Our motive will not be 
revenge or the victorious assertion 
of the physical might of the nation, 
but only the vindication of right, of 
human right, of which we are only 
a single champion. 

“When I addressed the Congress on 
the 26th of February last I thought 
that it would suffice to assert our 
neutral rights with arms, our right 
to use the seas against unlawful in- 
terference. our right to keep our peo- 
ple safe against unlawful violence. 
But armed neutrality, it now appears, 
is impracticable. Because submarines 
are in effect outlaws when Used as 
the German submarines have been 
used against merchant shippikg. It 
is impossible to defend ships against 
their attacks as the law of nations 
has assumed that merchantmen 
would defend themselves against pri- 
vateers or cruisers, visible craft giv- 
ing chase upon the open sea. It is 
common prudence in such circum- 
stances; grim necessity, indeed, to 
endeavor to destroy them before they 
have shown their own intention. 
They must be dealt with upon sight, 
if dealt with at all. 


“The German Government 
the right of neutrals to use arms at 
all within the areas of the sea which 
it has prescribed, even in the defense 
of rights which no modern publicist 
has ever before questioned their right 
to defend. The intimation is con- 
veyed that the armed guards which 
we have placed on our merchant 
ships will be treated as beyond the 
pale of law and subject to be dealt 
with as pirates would be. Armed neu- 
trality is ineffectual enough at best: 
in such circumstances and in the face 
of such pretensions it is worse than 
ineffectual; it is likely even to pro- 
duce what it was meant to prevent; 
it is practically certain to draw us 
into the war without either the rights 
or the effectiveness of belligerents. 

“There is one choice we cannot 
make, we are incapable of mak- 
ing. We will not choose the path 
of submission and suffer the most 
sacred rights. of our nation and 
our people to be ignored or vio- 
lated. The wrongs against 
which we now array ourselves 
are not common wrongs; they cut 
to the very roots of human life. 

President’s Advice to Congress, 

“With a profound sense of the 
solemn and even tragical charac- 
ter of the step I am taking, ahd 
of the grave responsibilities 

which it involves but in unhesi- 
tating obedience to what I deem 
my constitutional duty, I advise 
that the Congress declare the re- 
cent course of the imperial Ger-

man Govermment to be in fact 
nothing less than a war against 
the Government and people of 
the United States; that it form- 
ally accept the status of belliger- 
ent which has thus been thrust 
upon it, and that it take imme- 
diate steps not only to put the 
eountry in a more thorough state 
of defense, but also to exert all 
its power and employ all its re- 
sources to bring the Government 
of the German empire to terms 
and end the war. ) 
“What this will involve is clear. 
It will involve the utmost practicable 
co-operation in counsel and action 
with the Governments now at war 
with Germany, and, as incident to 
that, the extension to. those Govern- 
ments of the most liberal financial 
credits, in order that our resources 
may, so far as possible, be added to 
theirs. It will involve the organiza- 
tion and mobilization of all the ma- 
terial resources of the country to 
supply the materials of war, and 
serve the incidental needs of the na- 
tion in the most abundant, and yet 
the most economical and _ efficient 
way possible. It will involve the im- 
mediate full equipment of the navy 
in all respects, but particularly in 
supplying it with the best means of 
dealing with the enemy’s submarines 


It will involve the immediate ad- 
dition to the armed forces of the 
United States already provided for 
by law in case of wag of at least 
500,009 men, who should, in my opin- 
ion, be chosen upon the principle of 
universal liability to service, and 
also the authorization of subsequent 
additional increments of equal force 
so soon as they may be needed and 
can be handled in training. 


It will involve also, of course, the 
granting of adequate credits to the 
Government, sustained, I hope. so far 
as they can equitably be sustained 
by the present generation, by well 
conceived taxation. I say sustained 
so far as may be equitable by taxa- 
tion, because it seems to me that it 
would be most unwise to base the 
credits which will now be necessary 
entirely on money borrowed. It is 
our duty, I most respectfully urge, 
to protect our people so far as we 
may against the very serious hard- 
ships and evils which would be like- 
ly to arise out of the inflation which 
would be produced by vast loans. 


In earrying out the measures by 
which these things are to be accom- 
plished we should keep constantly in 
mind the wisdom of interfering as 
little as possible, in our own prepara- 
tion and in the equipment of our own 
military forces, with the duty—for 
it will be a very practical duty—of 
supplying the nations already at war 
with Germany with the materials 
which they can obtain only from us 
or by our assistance. They are in 
the field and we should help them ir 
every way to be effective there. I 
shall take the liberty of suggesting 
through the several exécutive depart- 
ments of the Government for the 
consideration of your committees, 
measures for the accomplishment of 
the several objects I have mentioned. 
I hope that it will be your pleasure 
to deal with them as having been 
framed, after very careful thought. 
by the branch of the Government 
upon which the responsibility of con- 
ducting the war and safeguarding the 
nation will most directly fall. 


America’s: Motives and Objects. 
“While we do these things, these 
deeply momentous things, let us be 
very clear, and make very clear to 
all the world, what our motives and 
our objects are. My own thought 
has not been driven from its habit- 
ual and normal course by the un- 
happy events of the last two months, 
and I do not believe that the thought 
of the nation has been altered or 
clouded by them. I have exactly the 
same things in mind now that I had 
in mind when I addressed the Sen- 
ate on the d of January last: the 
same that I nad in mind when I ad- 
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dressed Congress on the 3d of Feb- 
ruary and on the 26th of February. 

‘Our object now, as then, is to vin- 
dicate the principles of peace and 
justice in the life of the world as 
against selfish and™mutocratic power, 
and to set up amongst the really 
free and self-governed peoples of the 
world such a concert of purpose and 
of action as will henceforth insure 
the observance of those principles. 
Neutrality is no longer feasible or 
desirable whete the peace of the 
world is involved and the freedom 
of its peoples. and the menace to 
that. peace and freedom lies in the 
existence of autocratic Government 
backed by organized force, which is 
controlled wholly’ by their will, not 
by the will of their people We have 
seen the last of neutrality in each 
circumstances. 

„We are at the beginning of the age 
in which it will be insisted that the 
same standards of conduct and of re- 
sponsibility for wrong done shall be 
observed among nations and their 
Governments that are observed 
among the individual citizens of civ- 
ilized states. 

We have no quarrel with the Ger- 
man people We have no feeling to- 
ward them but one 3 and 
friendship. It was not upon their 
impulse that their Government acted 
in entering the war. It was not with 
their previous knowledge or approv- 
al. It was a war determined upon as 
wars used to be determined on in the 
old, unhappy days when peoples 
were nowhere consulted by their rul- 
ers and wars were provoked and 
waged in the interest of dynasties or 
of little groups of ambitious men 
who were accustomed to use their 
fellow men as pawns and tools. 

‘“‘Self-governed nations do not fill 
their neighbor. states with spies, or 
set the course of intrigue to bring 
about some critical posure of affairs 
which will give them an opportunity 
to strike and make coftquest. Such 
designs can be successfully worked 
only under cover and where no one 
had the right to ask guestions. Cun- 
ningly contrived plans of deception 
or aggression, carried, it may be 
from generation to generation, can 
be worked out and kept from the 
light only within the privacy of 
courts or behind the carefully guard- 
ed confidences of a narrow and priv- 
ileged class. They are happily im- 
possible where public opinion eom- 
mands and insist upon full informa- 
tion concerning all the nations’ af- 
fairs. 

Na Peace With Autocracy. 

A steadfast concert for peace can 
never be maintained except by a 
partnership of democratic nations. 
No autocratic government could be 
trusted to keep faith within it or ob- 
serve its covenants. It must be a 
league of honor, a partnership of 
opinion. Intrigue would eat its vitals 
away: the plottings of inner circles 
who could plan what they would 
and render account to no one would 
be a corruption seated at its very 
heart. Only free peoples can hold 
their purpose and their honor steady 
to a common end and prefer the in- 
terests of mankind tpvany narrow in- 
terest of their own. 


Does not every American feel that 
assurance has been added to our 
hope for the future peace, of the 
world by the wonderful and hearten- 
ing things that have been happening 
within the last few weeks in Rus- 
sia” Russia was known by those 
who knew it best to have been al. 
ways in fact democratic at heart, in 
all the vital habits of her thought, 
in all the intimate relationships of 

her people that spoke their natural 
instinct, their habitual attitude to- 
ward life. 

‘The autocracy that crowned the 
summit of her political structure, 
long as it had stood and terrible as 
was the reality-of its power, was not 
in fact Russian in origin, character 
or purpose: and now it has been 
shaken off and the great, generour

Russian people have been added in 
all their naive majesty and might to 
the forces that are fighting for free- 
dom in the world, tor justice and for 
peace. Here is a fit partner for a 
league of honor. 

„One of the things that has served 
to convince us that the Prussian 
autocracy was not and could never 
de our friend is that from the very 
outset of the present war it has filled 
our unsuspecting communities and 
even our offices of government with 
spies, and set criminal intrigues ev: 
erywhere afoot against our national 
unity of council, our peace within 
and without, our industries and our 
commerce, 

"Indeed it? is now evident that it 
h spies everywhere, even before 
the war began; and it is unhappily 
not a matter of conjecture, but a fact 
proved in our courts of justice, that 
the intrigues which have more than 
once come perilously near to dis- 
turbing the peace and dislocating the 
industries of the country have been 
carried on at the instigation, with 
the support, and even under the per- 
zonal directicn of official agents of 
the Imperial Government accredited 
to the Government of the United 
States. 

Source of Intrigues. 

„Even in checking these things and | 
trying to extirpate them, we have 
“sought to put the most generous in- 
terpretation possible upon them, be- 
cause we knew that their source lay 
not in any hostile feeling or purpose 
of the German people toward us 
(who were, no doubt, as ignorant of 
them as we ourselves were), but only 
in the selfish designs of a Govern- 
ment that did what it pleased and 
told its people nothing. But they 
have played their part in serving to 
convince us at last that that Govern- 
ment entertajns no reai friendship for 
us and means te act against us at 
our very doors the intercepted note 
to the German Minister at Mexico 
City is eloquent evidence. 

We are accepting this challenge 
of hostile purpose because we know 
that in such a government, follow- 
ing such methods, we can never 
have a friend; and that in the pres- 
ence of its organized power; always 
lying in wait to accomplish we know 
not what purpose, theręe can be no 
assured security for the democratic 
government of the world. 7 

“We are now about to accept the 
gage of battle with this natural 1% 
to liberty, and shall, if necessary, 
spend the whole force of the nation 
to check and nullify its pretensions 
and its power. We are glad, now 
that we see the facts with no veil 
of false pretense about them, to 
fight thus for the ultimate peace of 
the world and for the liberation of 
its peoples, the German peoples in- 
cluded; for the rights of nations 
great and small and the privilege of 
men everywhere to choose their way 
of Ute and of obedience... The world 
must.be safe for democracy. Its 
peace must be landed upon the trust- 
ed foundations of political liberty. 


“We have no selfish ends to serve. 
We desire no conquest, no dominion. 
We seek no indemnities for our 
selves, no material compensation for 
the sacrifices we shall freely make. 
We are but one of the champions of 
the rights of mankind. We shall be 
satisfied when those rights have 
been made as secure as the faith 
and the freedom of the nation can 
make them. 

Just because we fight without 
rancor and without selfish objects, 
seeking nothing for ourselves but 
what we shall. wish to share as free 
peoples, we shall, I feel confident, 
conduct our operations as  bellig- 
erents without passion and ourselves 
observe with proud punctilio the 
principles of right and of fair play 
we profess to be fighting for.

PRESIDENT REVEALS U. S. 
REJECTED AUSTRIAN DIPLOMAT 


Refuses to Receive Count Tarnowski, 


but Discussion of Relations With 
Vienna Ig Postponed. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—President 
Wilson's address to Congress contains 
the first official reference to the 
Government's refusal to receive Count 
Tarnowski, newly accredited Austro- 
Hungarian Ambassador, and makes 
clear that the President has no inten- 
tion to forcing a diplomatic break 
with Austria at present. 

The President said: “The Austro- 
Hungarian Government has, indeed, 
avowed its unqualified indorsement 


and acceptance of the reckless and 


lawless submarine warfare adopted 
now without disguise by the Imperial 
German Government, and it has, 
therefore, not been possible for this 
Government to receive Count Tarnow- 
ski, the Ambassador recently accred- 
ited to this Government by the Im- 
pertal and Royal Government of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, but that Government 
has not actually engaged in warfare 
against citizens of the United States 
or the seas, and I take the liberty 
for the present, at least, of postpon- 
ing discussion of our relations with 
the authorities at Vienna.” 
Ambassador Penfield is reported: by 
press dispatches to be on his way 
home from Vienna, although the State 
Department has declined to admit hig 
withdrawal, and American embassy 
affairs there are in the hands of

EXODUS OF FREED 
SIBERIAN EXILES 
ONGESTS TRAILS 


Correspondent Describes race|$ 
of 50,000 Sledges to Reach 
Railroads Before Thaw. 


TYUMEN, Siberia, March 31, via Pe- 
trograd and London, April 3.—Fifty 
thousand sledges, carrying victims of 
the old regime back to freedom in the 
new Russia from the mines and con- 
vict settlements of Siberia, are speeding 
in an endless chain across the snows of 
North Asia toward the nearest points 
on the Transsiberian Railway. 

Their passengers range from members 
of the old terrorist societies to exiles 
who were banished by administrative 
decree without trial or even known of- 
fense. It is a race against time, as the 
spring thaw is imminent and the roads, 
even in the coldest settlements of the 
Lower Lena, soon will be impassable. 
Exiles who do not reach the railroad 
within a fortnight must wait six weeks 
or two months until the ice melts and 
‘Waid navigation begins.

Carry Message of Freedom. 
In order to witness this unprecedented 


ciated Press came here in company 
with a member of the Duma, M. Ro- 
sonoff, and two members of the former 
council of the on:pire. The three officials 
were sent by the Provisional Govern- 
ment to explain to the natives in these 
remote Russian outposts the nature of 
the great change which has come to 
the country. Their mission. carries 
them to some scores of thousands of 
eaten Asiatic tribesmen and they are 
especially directed to instruct voters in 
regard to the coming constituent as- 
sembly which will decide the form of 
Russia’s new government. 

The liberation of Siberia’s prisoners 
has barely begun. West of the Urals 
the Associated Press correspondent only 
encountered a handful of exiles who, 
when the revolution began, were at or 
near the railroad. The first large party 
was encountered when the Siberian ex- 
press reached Ekaterinburg, in the 
Urals. It consisted of 150 political con- 
victs and administrative exiles, includ- 
ing 20 members of the Jewish revolu- 
tionary band, mostly from the Verkho- 
lensk district, west of Lake Baikal. The 
exiles were traveling in special cars 
and had been on the road continuously 
from March 24, five days after they 
first heard of the revolution. 


Returning Exiles Cheered. 
The cars were met by a vast crowd at 


the railroad station, which cheered them 
tumultuously. The returning exiles re- 
turned the cheers, but they were in a 
deplorable physical condition, shaggy, 
uncouth, unwashed and extremely ema- 
clated. Many were crippled with rheu- 
matism, two had lost hands and feet 
from frostbites and one who, attempting 
flight a week before the revolution, had 
been shot in the leg when he was re- 
captured. He was lying in a prison 
hospital when he learned that he was a 
free man. 

The exiles had started west so hur- 
rjedly that they arrived in an extraor- 
dinary variety of incongruous garb. 
Some wore new costumee which had 
been supplied by sympathizers along 
their route, and some had handsome fur 
overcoats covering their hideous jail 
uniforms. Among those who wore this 
latter costume was a young millions ire 
aristocrat from Odessa who had ben 
sentenced to life 10 years ago for fv- 
menting a revolutionary mutiny in the 
Black Sea fleet.

An enormous 
number of sledges from widely scattered 
settlements converged on Irkutsk and 
so congested the trails that the move- 
ment was held up sometimes for hours. 
Five days after the triumph of the rev- 
olution 6000 exiles entered Irkutsk, but 
the vast majority were unable to proceed 
west, owing to the lack of rolling stock. 
These encamped about town and along 
the railroad and at least a month will 
be needed before they can be sent home. 

The president of the Exile Reception 
Committee in Ekatsrinburg gave the 
correspondent a general picture of the 
present conditions and prospects of the 
exiles. He said that there were prob- 
ably altogether 100,000 persons in Si- 
beria who had been released under the 
amnesty measure of the provisional 
Government.

second trainload of exiles from Irkutsk 
prison and penal settlements of Toboisk 
and Tomsk. The crowds at the station 
cheered the famous Terrorist Nicolai 
Anuikhin who shot and killed the chief 
of the Petrograd-Warsaw railway in 
1906. His victim, Gen. Fuchloff, was 
about to kidnap #0 railroad strikers and 
send them to Siberia. Anuikhin, who in- 
troduced himself to the correspondent as 
‘a released jail bird,“ is a gigantic 
broad-shouldered elderly man with gray 
imperial and an exiled manner of speech. 
He said: After one year in European 
convict prisons, I spent ten years in the 
Alexandrovsk prison, fifty miles from 
Irkutsk. This is the biggest convict jail 
in Russia and contained 12,000 ordinary 
criminals and about 500 political prison- 
ers, mostly sentenced to life ‘katroga,’ 
the severest form of Russian punish- 
ment, short of death. I spent the first 
five years in the so-called probation 
class wtih hands and feet manacied and 
chained to a wheelbarrow which I had 
to take everywhere. In addition I was 
repeatedly flogged by order of the gov- 
ernor. The assistant governor, during 


ithe absence of his chief, ordered daily 


floggings for his own satisfaction. 

News of Freedom Received. 
“The badly overcrowded prison was 
divided into dormitories each of which 
was intended for 20 prisoners, but usually 
contained from 60 to 8, half of whom 
had consumption or rheumatism: We 
convicts had a secret organization which 
was called ‘the collective.’ The occu- 
pants of the different dormitories com- 
municated by means of tapping and otk.- 
er systems of signaling. Although we 
also had means of communication with 
the outside world, we knew nothing of 
the revolution until the morning of our 
release. At that time two terrorists and 


half a dozen criminal convicts were be- 


ing flogged without apparent cause. The 
Provincial State Attorney suddenly ap- 
peared and announted, to our amaze- 
ment, ‘Russia is a republic, and you are 
free.’ 

“After our release we learned that the 
Assistant Governor, on getting the news 
cf the revolution, declared that he would 
give a farewell flogging ‘in order to pre- 
pare my jail birds for sweet liberty. ’’ 

Among the political prisoners from 
Tobolsk is Alexander Popoff, who was 
sentenced to death for an alleged plot 
against the Emperor, a charge which he 
declares was a fabrication by the po 
lice. Popoff, who is a highly intelligent 
artisan, was chained by the wrists nad 
ankles for four years. In describing 
his release, he said: 

“A most remarkable feature of am- 
nesty day in Toboisk was the sudden 
dernand for blacksmiths. The prison 
blacksmith, fearing the vengeance of 
the convicts, fled, and private black- 
smiths in the general orgy of revolu- 
tionary triumph could not be found. In 
the meantime, 6 chained men waited 
for their liberation. The newly formed 
committes of public safety, unable to 
find blacksmiths, drove the still chained 
convicts-to the dismissed Governor's 
palace, where a banquet had been pre- 
pared and we had our first free meal. 
Above the din of speech and cheers for 
the Russian republic could be heard the 
jangling of our shackles.“ 

From Tobolsk prison there were also 
released 50 soldiers, sentenced life 
for mutiny during the revolution of 1905, 
leaders in the Livonian peasants’ riots 
and others who 
agrarian offenses. 


Young Girl Recites Experiences. 


Another liberated exile was Soppla 
Lijnaitzky, a pretty girl of 19 from Vi- 
tebsk, who was arrested a year ago on 
suspicion of being engaged in political 
propaganda and was spirited away to 
the remote Siberian village of Kiutun. 
She was allowed $2 a month by the Gov- 
ernment for her Hing expenses and 
managed to exist by ten adult 
peasants to read and write. 

Relating her experiences, she said: 

In my village the police themselves, 
wearing red badges, were the first to 
announce the revolution. Immediatel: 
there was a frantic competition among 
the exiles to get home. The first two 
girls who started were without proper 
equipment and were overtaken by a 
Hazard near Vrekolensk and it is said 
were frozen to death.“ 

Another girl who had been exiled to 
a place near,the shores of Lake Bai- 
Kal said the news of the revolution was 
first given out by the village priest in 
church. At once 50 exiles who were in 
the congregation rushed out determined 
on vengeancs on the local Captain. They 
Were met by the policeman’s 10-year-old 


daughter. who stood before her father 


and exclaimed: ‘Kill me first.” The 
‘child’s action saved the Captain's life. 
Russian Flag Shot Down. 

In Tyumen are convicts and adminis- 
trative exiles who were on their way 
to prison and exile when the revolution 
occurred. These immediately started to 
return to Europe. Among them was 
found Basil Muravin, sentenced to deatn 
in 1907 for belonging to the militant 
organization of the Social Revolutionary 
party.” Muravin spent the first five 
years in the Schlusselburg Fortress on 
Lake Ladoga, then four fears in other 
European prisons, including the one ot 
Pskov, where he was flogged seven 
times by the Governor. Ha was then 
dispatched to Siberia to end his days 
ag an exile on the upper Lena. Muravin 
gave the following account of his lib- 
eration: — 

When the revolution occurred I was 
in the small Udinsk transport prison 
awaiting the arrival of other convicts 
for dispatch together to the East. 1 
had long lost hope of pardon when 1 
learned that I was free. The discovery 
came in a most dramatic way. I was at 
the time in chains as a newcomer of 
unknown character. I heard a sudden 
shouting and afterward a terrific rifle 
firing. It sounded as if a million cart- 
ridges had exploded in quick succession. 
Next bullets began to fl yover the prison 
yard. Finally a bullet cut the halyard 
of the Russian flag which waved over 
the prison building. The flag dropped 
on the roof and shortly afterward a 
crowd stormed the prison and hoisted 
there a revolutionary ensign. My last 
experience of the old regime was a visit 
by a former Governor of. the jail who, 
fearing retaliation, begged me to sign a 
statement acquitting him of inn treat- 
ment. Though his treatment of the con- 
victs had been bad, I agreed, not de- 
string to mar Russia's new freedom by 


acts of petty vengeance.”

WASHINGTON, April 3.—Most of the 
Senators who would make statements 
warmly approved the President’s ad- 
dress to Congress. Their expressions 
follow: 

Senator Hitchcock, Democrat, Nebras- 
ka: The President’s address presents a 
masterly review of recent events which 
have combined to force war upon the 
United States. I have been opposed to 
war and have done what I could to 
avert it. I have sought to dissuade the 
President from recommending it. Al! 
has been in vain. His address cgntains 
revelations of facts which he has here- 
tofore kept from the public, but which 
he was forced to consider in reluctantly 
reaching his conclusion that the Ger- 
man Government by its acts has forced 
a state of war upon us. War is now, 
inevitable and the only question is 
whether the country will go into it 
strong and united or divided and crip- 
pled. Under these circumstances I 
must stand for strength and unity. 

Senator Lodge, Republican, Massachu- 
setts: I will tell you what I told the, 
President when he concluded his ad- 
dress, and that is that I thought he was 
fully in the right of the great en

necticut: It was a magnificent address.

Senator Saulsbury, Democrat, Dela-

Senator Smoot of Utah, Republican 
floor leader: It was very clearly put—a 
splendid business. There was no doubt 
what the President had in mind. It 
will meet with the approval of the 
American people and have a unfted peo- 
ple back of it in carrying out the pro- 
gram. The address was splendidly re- 
ceived. 
Senator Chamberlain, Democrat, Ore- 
gon, chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee: It was a magnificent message. 
It ‘vas forceful and to the point, and, 
in my opinion, expresses the feeling of 
the great mass of the American people.

| Stone to Be War Eagle. 
Senator Stone said he did not expect to 
make a speech on the war resolution. 
“I am against a declaration of war,” 
he added, but when it is declared I 
will be a war eagle screaming as loud 
as the rest. Blood is thicker than water 
and no matter what opinions a man 
might have about the need for war, any 
‘other position would be contemptible 
and no American could contemplate it. 
War is not play and when we go into 
it I believe we should go in to the limit 
with men and money. If it takes one 
million men, all right; if it takes five 
million men, all right; if it takes ten 
billion dollars or fifty billion dollars, 
all right. There is no use playing around 
the edges of war.’’

]SHORTAGE OF TONNAGE MAY 


PREVENT U. S. OVERSEA SERVICE 


Officers Believe It More Important to 
Send Allies Food and Equip- 
ment Than Men. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—In the 
opinion of army officers, the short- 
age of ocean tonnage is destined to 
play a large part in determining the 
measure of American participation in 
the European war. 

At present it was asserted it would 
be impossible to send a large army to 
Europe because of a lack of ships. In 
the opinion of some military men all 
the tonnage oh the seas today is re- 
quired to keep supplies going to the 
many millions of troops on the fight- 
ing fronts of the entente allies. 

It was this tonnage problem which 


{started the Federal Shipping Board 


on the work of organizing the wood- 
en ship building industry of the coun- 
try with a view to having ships with 
wooden hulls constructed by the hun- 
dred to keep supplies going to the al- 
lies. Russia, six months ago, had 
13,000,000 men in training, it was said, 


but had equipment for only 5,000,000. To 
supply Russia’s trained forces with mod- 


ern equipment would accomplish much 
more toward winning the war for the 
allies than attempting to raise, train 
and equip a large American army for 
service in France.

Drastic as it sounds it is impossible to believe 
that the new ordmance to prevent unnecessary 
noises in Milwaukee is to be taken seriously.

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REPEATING A HISTORIC CEREMONY. 
The little formality of flag-lowering and flag- 
raising accompanied with brief speech by which 
the Danish West Indies were transferred to the 
United States under the old name of the Virgin 
Islands, only repeated a simple ceremony that 
has had a frequent place in American history. 

A like ceremony, marked by little pageantry 
but deeply significant—really a continuation of 
an event at New Orleans on the prior Dec. 20— 
took place within five minutes’ walk of where the 
Post-Dispatch office is now on March 10, 1804. It 
signalized the final disappearance of the flags of 
Spain and France from the territory of the Louis- 
jana purchase. Capt. Amos Stoddard, U. S. A., 
who had come from Kaskaskia the day before with 
Capt. Meriwether Lewis and a company of sol- 
diers, took possession of the region, relinquished 
by Don de Lassus, and ran up the stars and 
stripes. 

After that came the flag-raising over Florida 
and then over California and the great stretch of 
country Mexico ceded.’ Four or five years ‘later 
was the transfer of the 45,000 square miles em- 
braced in the so-called Gadsden purchase from 
Mexico. Then, in 1867, the bright-hued flag went 
up for the first time over the wastes of Alaska. 

In 1898 ‘there were flag-raisings that followed 
the sunrise almost around the world—on Porto 
Rico, Guam and the Philippine Archipelago’s 
thousands of islands. And in the meantime dur- 
ing all these years, it must be remembered that 
minor accretions had come to us in islands like 
Samoa and polar lands that were ours by right 
of discovery.

N every home where there are small 
children there should be a playroom 
equipped with the proper toys for 
amusing and educating the occupants 
during the long hours that must be spent 
there on days when they cannot be out 
of doors. Very often parents.are in 
doubt as to,just what such a playroom 
should contain. A list of equipment for 
children of various ages, made out by 
Miss Alice M. Corbin, Supervisor of 
Playrooms for Small Children, in Pitts- 
burg, may be helpful in making selec- 
tions. 
From time immemorial, children have 
liked to slide, to swing, to climb,” says 
Miss Corbin. ‘‘How can the playroom 
provide for these natural activities? 
„For climbing several kinds of appa- 
ratus are needed. Babies like to climb 
in and out of large boxes or a doll’s 
house. They also like to pull themselves 
up and along the floor by knotted ropes 
suspended from swing standards. For 
the older children, rope swings sus- 
pended from the ceiling are a great de- 
light. It is easy to build a standard fo: 
the chair or hammock swings whicn 
children so delight in. The standard 
should be fastened to the floor and pat- 
ent fastening hooks placed on it so that 
the swing may be removed if desired. 

“Every playroom should provide some 
means by which the child can have 
contact with earth and water. A sand 
bin can bs built under the floor by cut- 
ting sectional doors in the floor and 
placing a large wooden, or preferably 
zinc-lined box underneath these doors. 
Some of the low cupboard seats might 
be converted into sand bins by opening 
these seats on top and pl&cing deep 
There will still be 
room underneath for shelves of various 
heights on which toys can be kept 
Within easy reach of the children. 

“For water plays, zinc trays can be 
made to fit upon the children’s low table 
or to fit the cupboard seats along the 
wall. These trays should have at the 
side faucet arrangements for drainage. 
Here the little folks can play in water, 
sail boats, build dams with sand. 
There should be a wide window ledge 
where the children may plant flowers 
and vegetables n wooden boxes. Another 
window should be reserved for plants 
and bulbs which call into play the ten- 
der care of growing things. One corner 
of the room should be reserved for pets, 
such as rabbits, white mice, birds, or 
gold fish, which demand daily care on 
the part of children.

BORDON SUES POST-DISPATCH 
FOR $50,000 OVER A 1 


Former State Auditor Alleges Draw- 
ing Published in Campaign Last 
Fall Hurt His Reputation. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 3.—John P. 
Gordon, former State Auditor, filed suit 
in the Circuit Court here today against 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch for $60,000, 
alleging libel in the publication of a 
cartoon, Oct. 7 of last year, one month 

before the general election. 

Though many newspapers in the State 
had published the fact that there was 
a large deficit in the State revenue 
fund, Gordon in campaign speeches and 
literature declared the State’s finances 
were in good condition. 

The Post-Dispatch published a car- 
toon in which Gordon was represented 
as trying to fill up the State strong 
box with hot air. He was pictured sit- 
ting on the ground with a rubber tube 
in his mouth, the other end of the tube 
being in the State’s safe. His cheeks 
in the cartoon were distended and the 
hot air with which he seemed to be 
trying to fill the safe was escaping from 
several large leaks in the top, sides and 
bottom. Under the cartoon was the 
title “A Safe Blower.“ 

Gordon says the cartoon injured his 
reputation and he asks for $25,000 as 
punitive and $25,000 actual damages.

IWOMAN FIRES ON” 


SALOON ROBBERS; 
2 SUSPECTS HELD 


One Man Is Wounded but De- 
nies He Participated in South 
| Side Holdup. 

SERIES OF ROBBERIES 
Eight Other Places Entered Be- 
fore Mrs. Anna Petrowski 
Routs Highwaymen. 


In a series of raids on saloons and 
groceries on the South Sidé last night 
two robbers met a warm reception 


when they encountered Mrs. Anna 
Petrowski behind the tar in the sa- 
loon of her husband at 1500 South 
Third street. Without parleying the 
rotbers commanded her and her hus- 
band and five customers in the place 
to hold up their hands. 

The hands of the six men in the 
place were obediently raised, but Mrs. 
Petrowski snatched a revolver from 
beneath the bar and opened fire on 
the intruders. They returned the fire, 
the bullets from their revolvers shat- 
tering the mirror behind the bar and 
many of the glasses. After several 
shots the men ran from the place and 
it was found none of those in the sa- 
loon had been struck, 

Several hours after the shooting the 
police arrested Robert Rechteine, 30 
years old, of 1610 South Third street, 
in a shed at the rear of his home. 
Beneath a pile of straw in the shed 
two loaded revolvers were found. 
Later, Edwin F. Rechteine, 26 years 
old, was arrested. 

Prisoner Has Wound. 

Mrs. Petrowski identified Robert 
Reichtene as one of two men at whom 
she fired. Rechteine denied any com- 
plicity in the affair and said he could 
prove an alibi. 

Early this morning, however, 
Rechteine complained to the police of 
a pain in his right leg and an exam- 
ination revealed that he had been shot 
in the leg, just above the knee. He 
maintained his innocence of complic- 
ity in the saloon rotberies and de- 
clined to say how he had been shot. 

There were eight other robberies re- 
ported to the police. 

After locking Chris Bruening in the 
basement of his saloon, 3226 North New 
stead avenue, two robbers who previ- 
ously had ordered four customers to 
leave the place, took $100 from the cash 
oe and escaped.

South Third street, his wife and a cus- 
tomer were locked in the icebox by two 
robbers, who took $41.60 from the cash 
drawer.
